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Regarding independent claims 21 and 28, Applicant's arguments and remarks, stated in 
Communication filed 01/05/05, on at least Page 7, lines 12-18; Page 8, lines 11-14; Page 10, 
lines 20-23; and Page 11, lines 16-19, in light of the amendment, were persuasive. The 
references of the Prior Art of Record fail to teach or suggest the granular bodies being doped 
with at least one element selected from the group consisting of P, S and B; and the conductive 
phase extending in the form of a channel between the granular bodies. 

Regarding claims 22, 24-26, 29 and 31-33, the claims are allowable for their dependency 
status from claims 21 and 28.
